Annual Meeting reports for 
Albert School District 3

The St, Albert School Dis- 
trict No, 3 recently held one 
of the shortest Annual Rate- 
payers meetings on record, 
The meeting, held Thursday 
evening of last week in the 
Father Jan Auditorium, saw 
only the Board members, the 
_ Auditor and The Gazette rep- 
-orter in attendance, The 
meeting, called to order by 
Trustee Dr, W, Mirlin, was 
immediately adjourned, Dr, 
-Mirlin said the situation was 
an indication of either asurp- 
rising lack of interest or an 
expression of full confidence 

| in the Board, 
_ A digest of the majoritems 
"as prepared for the Chair- 
‘man ana the Superintendent 
“for reporting to this « meeting 
‘appears below: : 
_ Reporting on the new St, 
Albert High building comp- 
leted last year, Chairman 
David Fraser noted that the 
final cost figure totalled only 
‘$16.50 per square foot for 
cost of construction and pro= 
fessional fees, (This figure 
is among the lowest for any 
‘school built in 1966, and well 
‘below the $26 = $29 per sq, 
ft. bids cominginduring early 
1967 through the Province), 
- Planning and negotiating 
with Department officials too 
‘many hours over the two years 
previous to starting construc- 
tion in April 1966, reports 
Mr, Fraser, “The school is 
‘designed for economical ex- 
pansion to accomodate six 
‘to seven hundred students, We 
anticipate that future addi- 
tions can be built within foun- 
dation program grants, how- 
fever, grants may not be 
sufficient to cover all land- 
‘Scaping and equipment costs’’ 
states Chairman Fraser, 
| “The District has an ade- 
quate number of classrooms 
for the increase in enroll- 
ment next term, Long range 
|plans indicate that an addition 
to Albert Lacombe ofthe High 
School will be necessary pos= 
sibly by Sept, 1968 and cert- 
ainly by the fall of 1969,’’ 
The report states that 
‘Although the tax rate inthe 
'Town increased from 56,5 to 
62 mills between 1965 and 1966 
the levy by the School Dis- 
tricts was reduced by 4,38 
mills, Last year we required 
$26,269.00 from the supple- 
‘mentary requisition, whereas 
in 1965 the figure was $46,165, 
Unfortunately this trend will 
certainly be reversed in1967, 


The Provincial Government 
has raised the contributions 
from Municipalities to the 
Foundation Program Fund by 
two mills, They have not yet 
announced the new Foundation 
Program Fund Grants so itis 
impossible to state what the 
tax levy for education will be 
in 1967,’ 

“Your District is being op- 
erated on a sound financial 
basis in spite of animbalance 
in industrial and home owner 
assessment, Expenditures 
exceeded revenue by $960,43 
in 1966 so we now have an 
accumulated deficit of
